THB WOOL SCPPL?.—The price of 


wool has advanced nearly 10U per cent, 
in the past year. The cause of this ad- 
vance is 
explained by ex-Governor 


l>owney, of California, in the Los 
Angeles Express. He attributes it to 
the unprecedented drouth in Australia, 
one of the groat sources of wool supply, 
where flocks of fifty thousand were re- 
duced to two thousand five hundred, or 
one-tenth. 
Another great source of 


supply, the Aigentine Bopublic, suffered 
from disastrous floods which destroyed 
millions of sheep. The Cape of Good 
Hope, which was also a great wool 
source, has suffered from the Zulu wars, 
and the drouth in California in 1877 
' killed off half the flocks iu that State. 
The Basso-Turkish war destroyed an- 
other great source of wool supply, so 
that the wool is not in the world to sup- 
ply the demand. 
Governor Downey 


predicts that it will take at least five 
years to re-establish the relations be- 
tween demand and supply in the wool 
market, and thinks it problematic if Mi 
relation will again exist in this genera- 
tion. 


VIBOINIA CITT.—The Carson Times 


states the situation to be about as fol- 
lows in Virginia City: That the pres- 
ent outlook of Virginia is bad cannot be 
denied. In the absence of any develop- 
ments of importance on the Comstock 
stocks have naturally been depressed 
and business of all kinds is ia a lan- 
guishing and almost hopeless condition. 
Few merchants are making more than 
expenses, aud unless the mines soon 
show decided improvement there is 
likely to bo a large exodus from the 
city.

They will vote 
for General Grant; they will fight for 
General Grant; they will even die that 
he may he elected, beerase- the* they, 
know that their wives and chltdren will 
be protected. 
They know toll well that 


tbe 
Republican victory of 1876 was 


bought with their sufferings and their 
'blood, and they remember full well that 
the nation which they had saved tamed 
them, bound hand and foot, over to the 
tender mercies of their enemies. They 
don't understand the hows nor the whys 
and they don't care, but they feel and 
know and say that "Massa Grant would 
never allow sich foolishness."

missed them to taeir homes, turned as 
their belt uud truest friend amongst all 
the Republican honts who stood be- 
neath the conquering banner. [Great 
applause.]

And now comes on appeal from the 


Waahoe Indiana to the State and Gov- 
ernment authorities asking that their 
pine-nvt orchards may not be entirely 
destroyed by the whiles; that farther 
destruction in that lice "—;' b* stared. 
On the llth of the present month they 
held a Grand Council at Genoa, Dong- 
las county, to take this subject into 
consideration, It was 
unanimously 


•greed that the continued destruction 
of the pine-nut forests would ultimately 
destroy a favorite source of food for the 
Indians. By the settlement of Carson 
and Wajker river valley* and Lake 
Tahoe their supply of game an'd fish has 
also been monopolized and destroyed, 
leaving the tribe, embracing about 600, 
without adequate or sufficient natural 
resources in the way of food, thus mak- 
ing their living dependent upon' the 
charity of tbe whites. In view of this 
situation, the council presented a formal 
demand on behalf of the tribe that the 
government stop further destruction of 
property belonging to tbe Washoe Indi- 
ans, their title thereto never having 
been extinguished by treaty or other- 
wise, or in default thereof that the gov- 
ernment of the United States make to 
them a sutablo compensation for the 
same. They appeal to the Hon. John 
H. Kinkrad, Governor of tho State of 
Nevada, and the United States officers of 
Nevada, to aid them in securing their 
just rights. 


The Indians are most certainly per- 


fectly right in this matter. Tney have 
been made to stand back and see their 
pine-not orchards cat down for fuel, 
thai destroying their principal source 
of food, and the white settlers have 
monopolized their best hunting grounds 
and fisheries and forced them to pick 
lip a precarious living about the towns. 
Under the circumstances the State or 
government should provide for them or 
compensate them for what they have 
been deprived of by the settlement of 
the country by the whites. They are 
helpless, yet none the less demanding 
justice, care aud protection. 


HILL* BBPOBT— Senator Butler is

The Genoa News thus expresses the 


opinion of the citizens of Douglas about 
separating the District: 


The Carson Tribnne favors the divi- 


sion of the Second Judicial District, and 
in a well written editorial presents many 
good and valid reasons why the division 
is considered absolutely necessary. As 
stated by the Tribune and Beuo JOUR- 
NAL, Pouglas county bus no cause ol 
complaint against the present presiding 
judge. On the contrary we esteem him 
as a most worthy officer, as one in whose 
legal attainments, sound discretion and 
integrity we can safely rely; but we sub- 
mit that the district is entirely {oo pop- 
ulous, and has altogether too much 
litigation to render it possible for any 
one man to transact the business of 
tbe district, aa it is now constituted, 
with equal and exaet justice to all por- 
tions of it. 
What we complain of is 


this: Thut owing, to ihe large and con- 
stantly increasing business in 
this 


court, in the counties of Washoe and 
Ormsby, the county of Douglas is more 
or less neglected; that owing to the de- 
mands upon tbe Judge for the transac- 
tion of business in the other counties, 
and the uncertainty which almost uni- 
versally exists as to what particular 
time a case on the calendar can be 
reached, great hardships, annoyances 
and expenses are entailed both on liti- 
gauts and the county alike, and as com- 
pared with which the increased expenses 
on account ol the salary of a separate 
aud dihtinct J ndge for this county is as 
nothing. As matters now stand a case 
might just abont as well never be 
brought as commenced in the District 
Court in this county, as in the ma- 
jority of cases 
the necessity for a 


suit to determine the rights of par- 
ties ceases to exist long before a day in 
court can be given. Douglas Connty 
will htaud in with Washoe and Ormsby 
on u division of the district, but insists 
upon being a separate and dis.intt dis- 
trict of herself. Washoe and Ormsby 
are abundantly able to bear the expense 
of keeping up a separate district for 
each County, and Douglas asserts her 
independence of either in this particu- 
lar.
